Leaving the big ships, we are (aken 
into Portland roads, where seventy 
war vessels, including fast light 
cruisers, minelayers, submarines, etc., 
are assembled. Among the submar- 
ines are several of the famous K tyne, 
four hundred feet long, and formidable 
antagonists above water as well ag 
below, as they carry guns as well as 
torpedoes. 

One ship of special interest is the 
old battleship Agememnon, once the 
pride of the fleet, and now to be usad 


as a target for the guns. She has 
been filled with kork to render her 
unsinkable. But what is more im- 


portant as showing the progress of 
modern science is that she can be pro- 
pelled and steered without a soul 0a 
board, the work being done by wire- 
less from another ship some distance 
away. 

Another ship is an aeroplane car- 
rier, with a flat dock on a level with 
the top of the funnels, from which 
aeroplanes rise and can also descend, 
and can be taken by elevators to the 
lower decks for storage. Aeroplanes 
are the eyes of the fleet. 

As a special favor, we are taken 
into the open channel for a short time, 
where one of the big submarines goes 
through the evolutions of diving, 
travelling under water, and rising, At 
one moment the big ship is going 
through the water at a speed of 
twenty knots per hour. She is then 
seen to submerge, until nothine but 
the top of the little rod known as the 
periscope is showing above water, and 
that is very hard to distinguish, even 
at a close distance. We lose sight 
of that even,till the submarine rises 
at a differert spot for all the world
